Claimants, BETTY T, TUNICK AND GERTRUDE'IQ»HYMAN, EXECUTRICES OF THE
ESTATE OF RICHARD TUNICK, DECEASED, who owned a stock in‘tefest_: in the Cia.
Azucarera Vertientes-Camaguey de Cuba, asserf‘a c1aim under Title V- of the
Internationai Claims.Settlement Act of 1949,‘as‘émenﬁed, against the Govern;
ment of Cuba because of ifs natioﬁalizatidﬁ of s;id Qompaﬁy. Riéhard'Tunick,
a national of the United States, died on Méy‘ll; 1961; The béneficigriéé of
his Estéte are United States nationals. |

In our decision entitled the Claim of Ruth Anné Haskew (Claim No. CU=-0849

which we incorporate herein by reference), we held that the properties owned
by the Cémpany were nationalized or otherwise taken b§ tﬂe Government of Cubé
on August 6, 1960, and that this type of claim ié compensable to an‘Americé& N
national under the facts and conditions set fofth therein. We need not again

On the basis of evidence in_the fecofd iq]thé-instant:case,.the CommiSc'
sion finds that the decedent came within the ﬁerms pf the HaskeW‘decision;
that he was an American national at tﬁe requisite times; tﬁat he had been
the owner of 300 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucérera Vertienteanémaguey 
de Cuba since prior to August 6,‘1960; thét he suffered a loss iﬁ’the émouht

of $13,918.38 within the meaning of Title V of the Act; and upon his death,
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claimants succeeded thereto. Further, the Commission finds that the amount of
loss sustained shall be increased by interest thereon at the rate of 67 per
annum from August 6, 1960, the date of loss, to the date on which provisions

are made for the settlement thereof. (See Haskew, supra.)

The Commission certifies that BETIY T. TUNICK AND GERTRUDE T. HYMAN,
EXECUTRICES OF THE ESTATE OF RICHARD TUNICK, DECEASED, succeeded to.and sufe-
